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ALBERTA OGRE 
PLAN FAILED 


Had To Be Abandoned In 
A Few Months As Costly 
Experiment, Says Report 


SAN FRANCISCO—The province 
of Alberta, Canada, “prosperity cer- 
tificate” plan, cited by promoters of 
the 30-Thursday Amendment as an 
ideal system which could be dupli- 
cated in California with the adopt- 
ion of the Ham and Eggs pension 
scheme, was a total failure, and had 
to be abandoned in a few months as 
a costly experiment, according to 
information received today 
Northern California Citizens 
Against 30-Thursday from J. H. 
Hanna, secretary of the Calgary, Al 
berta, Board of Trade. 

“The scheme tried in Alberta was 
much the same as the proposed Ham 
and Eggs plan,” Hanna wrote. 

“In June, 1936 the Alberta Gov- 
ernment, known here as the So- 
cial Credit Government, issued what 
were called ‘prosperity certificates,’ 
which they claimed were for the 
purpose of facilitating exchange of 
foods and services in the public in- 
terest. The scheme was that the 
government would issue $1 and $5 
certificates, the people to put on the 
former a one cent stamp and on the 
latter a 5 cent stamp every Thurs- 
day, the stamps to be purchased 
from the government. 


“When stamps to the value of 
$1.05 were placed on a one dollar 
certificate and stamps to the value 
of $5.20 were placed on a five dol- 
lar certificate, the government 
would cash them at their face value 
of $1 and $5 respectively.

The tree fell, the crew called 
“Timber,” the top of the tree struck 
another tree and topped it and 
Schmuki, endeavoring to get out of 
the way, apparently fell over logs 
on the ground and was struck by 
the top from the second tree.
